About three miles above this plat 
few years ago, there lived a man by the 
name of Cameron, who caused one of his 
slaves to whip another almost to death. 
The negro whipped till he was almost dead 
and then went and told his master, who 
cursed him, and told him to whip till he 
told him to slop. The negro obeyed, and 
whipped until he saw he was dying. He 
then told his master again; the master re¬ 
peated his curses and orders, and the 
negro whipped again, and finally told his 
master that the man was dead. He order¬ 
ed him to take hot embers and throw 
his hack, and see if that would not m 
him move. Finding that he was quite 
dead, he ordered the ox chair, to be hitch 
ed to him, and had him dragged into tht 
lake, which was close by. The negroes 
a lew days afterwards murdered Cameron, 
for which, I think foor were hanged. Ex¬ 
governor McNutt married his widow. 

Another case in the neighborhood or] 
Baton Rouge, Louisiana. A brute in hu¬ 
man shape, in one ot his drunken frolics, 
called his negroes together, made them 
stand in a row, and fired his pistols down 
w. He shot two of them—the others 
he tried to collect them again, 
but could not; and seeing one of his 
women crying, with a child in her arms 
he tore it from her, took it by the heels, 
and knocked its brains out against a tree; 
this was merely to spite :he mother be¬ 
cause he saw her crying. 

But the evils of the history of slavery 
will not be told until the day of general 
retribution. If it should come as soon as 
parson Miller predicts, there are none who 
would hail it with more gladness than the 
negro slave : for there are a great many 
of them laying up their treasure in heaven. 

was told by a large planter, a short lime 
ago, that he believed there were but a lew 
of the poor creatures but wiiai nt,. M B - 
heaven; for he had seen a great many die 
and they most always went off in a pretty 
good fix. 

1 had a bar of iron, a few months ago, 
which was sawn off by an abolitionist, 
in cutting out of his cell. The walls were 
two feet thick, with one-quarter inch bars 
in the centre, eight inches apart. He cut 
through the wall, cutoff the bar, and made 
his escape. He tried to run off four good 
slaves, and was caught, while waiting for 
a boat at this place. Had he not broken 
jail there is no doubt he would have been 
hanged.

1 marked Itis countenance, I 
gazed with the closes! scrutiny, to read, if 
possible, the emotion of his soul. But I soon 
found that I needed stronger sympathies, 
keener sensibilities, and a mightier stretch 
of the imagination, to measure what then 
possessed his bosom. He passed me, follow¬ 
ing the auctioneer, who sought an even 
place on the sidewalk for the bench to rest 
upon. After several efforts, the bench is 
made to stand. The auctioneer mounts 
first ; and at his bidding, • Billy 1 stands be¬ 
side him. He proceeds—* I'm now a going 
to sell Billy. He is from the estate of James 
Brown, deceased. Title indisputable. He 
is about 35 years old. Can tlo any kind of 
work. Let last year for fifty dollars, to lend 
What will you give for him? Not 
a word was said. Mr. Auctioneer talks, 
talks, nnd jokes, but can get no bid. He 
invites them to come and examine him, and 
ask any questions they wish. One man 
stepped up to him and says ; ‘ Billy, hadn’t 
you as lief die as live!’ ‘ I am willing to

The following is from a friend, whose ve¬ 
racity we cannot doubt : 

It is an old saying, that “ children and 
[ fools will speak the truth.” The following 
facts wete narrated to my wife, a few days 
since, by a very interesting little girl, eleven 
years old ; who, although born at the North, 
has spent most of her life in and about New 
Orleans, with her mother, who has been 
teaching at the South, in private families.— 
She stated that she had seen two or three 
children, and one man, whipped to death.— 
One of the children was an infant, but two 
or three months old. Her mistress took the 
child because its mother loved it better than 
she did work, and lashed it to a tree and 
whipped it, until, to Use the little girl’s own 
words, “ it gave two or three moans, and 
died.” The other children were older.— 
The man was taken lor some slight offense 
—she knows not what, as she was then 
quite young—lashed to a tree, and whipped 
until he was almost dead, and then left, 
with the dogs to watch him, until he expir¬ 
ed ; and, as if that was nut enough, the mur¬ 
derer suffered his body to remain iu the 
same position, until the flesh had nearly all 
falleh from his bones. She says she shall 
never forget how she felt, for the man had 
always been very kind to her and her mother. 
Said she, “ Such persons can never go to 
heaven.” 

I would again ask. Can these things be 
true ? 1 have other facts, communicated 

by the mother of this little girl, with names, 
places, &.c. implicating persons high in life, 
and high in the church ; but as this lady lias 
just returned to the South, to pursue her 
teaching,! forbear giving them now. In 
regard to the cruelties ol slavery, “ the half 
has not been told ;” and yet multitudes are 
crying out, “ exaggeration,” “ falsehood,” 
“ it’s all a lie,” &.c. &c. How true it is, 
that " men choose darkness rather than 
light,” when their deeds are evil.

The Baptist Anniversaries 
—Were held in Albany the 1st week in 
May. We take the following from the Al¬ 
bany Patriot. 

The receipts of the Home Missionary So- 

eTy were $40,583,12. or 16,571,60 Jess 
titan last year. The principal diminution 
was in the receipts of auxiliary societies.— 
The number of agents and missionaries em¬ 
ployed has been 368, in 22 of the States of 
the Union, Canada and Texas. They have 
performed 15 1-2 years of labor, travelled 
175,035 miles, organized 50 new churches, 
ordained 23 ministers, baptized 9,022 per¬ 
sons, obtained personally, 6,620 temperance 
pledges, and instructed 11,742 scholars in 
Sunday schools. 

The Baptist Bible Society has received 

1,653,93, and expended, in circulating 
the Scriptures, nearly the same sum. $12,- 
000 have been devoted to the circulation of 
the Bible in Burmab, Arrasan, Orissa,Siam 
nd China. 

A respectable clergyman, (a life member 
of the society,)*siaied publicly, that when he 
objected to the appointment of a slaveholder 
on the Board of this Society, a D-acon of 
the Pearl street church came to him and 
threatened him with expulsion from the 
meeting house, if he persisted in such 
things! As the gentleman’s name was men¬ 
tioned, in the hearing of several hundreds 
of persons, we feel no hesitancy in alluding 
to the facts. 

The Missionary Society’s receipts are 
something less than last year. 


Sold for Jail Fees. An able writer in the 
New World speaks of the free colored men,ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of being slaves, in Wash¬ 
ington, as bting liable to sale for their jail lees. 
This is not so now. The law was repealed two 
years ago. They are now discharged , after a 
certain time, and the jail fees are paid out of 
the UsiTED States' Treascrt !-[Albany 
Patriot.

But we cannot blind ontselves 
Itis faults, or the falseness of his position.- 
It is no disparagement to hint to say, tbat 
the chief consequence he has now in the es¬ 
timation ofthe American people has been 
to him by abolitionists. U is they 
who have tecordcd his acts, sounded out 
his praise, vindicated Itis course, sustained 
him by word and deed. The capital he has 
member of Congress, is anti slavery 
capital. And this is the fault we have to 
find with him—lie has taken this anti slavery 
capital and used it for whig pnrposcs. What 
■s the burthen of his last article in our pa¬ 
ter? Tltei the democrats are all enemies 
■fLiberty principles; that the whigs, as a 
body, are favorable to them, and, therefore, 
Liberty men should unite with them. 

We say this course is wrong. It is 
wrong. 

1st. Because it misrepresents the case. 
The whigs, as a parly, are not favorable to 
Liberty principles—as a party they do not 
even understand them. Every day’s obser¬ 
vation will teach any man this. There are 
leading whigs in tins state who have said 
hat Mr. Giddings knew he was misrepre- 
tenting the sentiments of the whig party, 
when he ascribed to them a belief iu these 
principles. We do nut say he mi.-represent- 
ed intentionally—but still his assumption is 
a mistake. Where is the whig paper that 

Wafersvconvention? And is it 
iiuia notorious fact, that Henry Clay, who 
denies in word, that falsifies in life, every 
principle which the Liberty tnen ho!d dear, 
is, without contradiction from a single whig 
paper, set forth as the impersonation of whig 
principles? And is he not to be the Presi¬ 
dential candidate of the whig party? For 
heaven’s sake, let Mr. Giddings divest liirn- 
sell of hts prejudices, and then answer us^- 
such a party be a Liberty party? But 
tot only over-rates the whigs ; he under- 
s the democrats. Here let it be under¬ 
stood—and we are sorry we are obliged so 
often to repeat our disclaimer—we do not 
acknowledge the so called democracy as the 
true democracy. It has no more right to 
lhau Nero had to that of a philan¬ 
thropist. But Mr. G. under rates the dem¬ 
ocrats. Let ussee what can be said for 
ihetn, as a set off against bis praise for the 
whigs. 

Thomas Earle, a democratic abolitionist, 
it a 'Liberty matt,’ but holding about the 
same relation to the democracy which Mr. 
G. does to the whigocracy, says that there 
were two meetings held in Philadelphia, one 
lavor of the right of the petition and the 
other‘in disapprobation of the course olj 
Congress in relation to Mr. Giddings ; and 
that in these, democratic politicians took an 
active part, whilfe whig politicians avoided 
them. 

In the slate of Vermont, it is said, the 
democratic members of the legislature have 
repeatedly voted unanimously in favor ol 
resolutions sustaining the right of petition. 

In Massacusetts, they have done the 
me. 

In Maine, the House of Representative, 
containing a large democratic majority, list 
year adopted an excellent report and resolu- 
•ns, sustaining the right ol petition. 

Iu ail the northern states, Mr. Earle as¬ 
serts there have been very few democratic 
newspapers, and very few candidates for 
any office, who have opposed this right of] 
petition. 

In Vermont, it is said that the peculiarly 
strong resolutions on slavery of the last leg- 
originated in the petition of a dem¬ 
ocratic citizen, and that they were pushed 
through without the participation, almost 
without the knowledge of the prominent 
members of the abolition societies iu that 
which had been engaged in half way 
measures. The democratic, as well as whig 
members of that body, voted for them unan- 
tously. 

In Massachusetts, (and here we let Mr. 
Earle, who is writing to the editor of the 
National Anti Slavery Standard, speak for 
himself—) 'the abolitionists have particular¬ 
ly urged two measures—the repeal of the 
marriage law, and the prohibition of the dis¬ 
tinction made on account of color between 
different travelers on railroads. They could 
carry neither while the whigs were in full 
power. Now the marriage bill has been 
passed, by a great majority, in the Senate, 
which is iwo to one democratic, and by a 
small majority in the House, which has a 
slight preponderance of whigs. The rail¬ 
road bill was passed with the like large ma- 
jority by the democratic Senate, but has 


tnat the Liberty parly is composed ... 
of whom, though a majority were formerly 
whig.*, a large number came from the demo¬ 
cratic party ; and further, that there aie 
some abolitionists, who, following party at¬ 
tachments like himself, still cling to the de¬ 
mocracy.

not see at once, that this manly,independent 
position would give a powet to the anti slave- 
' facts lie might present, of doctrines ho 
igllt advance, far greater than he.p^n ever 
But, it may be said, were such Mr. G’s 
policy, he would not be sent to Congress.— 
Very well—let him slay at home,rather than 
that Liberty men should lower their own 
principles by a wrong policy,or give strength 
to a party which, as such, is at war with 
these principles. The likelihood is, howev- 
tliat Mr. G. being token up by the Liber- 
men, the whigs of his district would he 
obliged to run against him a man as sound 
in whig abolition as himself—and then, 
should they triumph, the caase of huinati 
liberty would gland just as it had stood. 

This state of things, besides, could not 
continue forever. Our principles are true 
and vital—the Liberty party is increasing— 
Mr. G’s election on Liberty principles 
would eventually be secured. 

But we may suppose a different result.— 
Let Mr. G. cotne out in Itii district, on Lib¬ 
erty principles, and accept a nomination 
from the Liberty men—why should not the 
whigs take him tip too? Is he not a good 
representative? Why not support him? It 
they should, he will be elected, and elected 
as an independent Liberty man. And 
would not this give him a far stronger posi¬ 
tion in the House of Representatives ?—

West, require* some atieniiou. During tbc- 
late session of the Legislature of Illinois, 
the Inflowing resolution was introduced by 
Mr. Dougherty, from the Committee on In¬ 
ternal Improvements :

and concession ; and whereas, we view with 
the deepest concern, the continual increase 
of desertion of the slaves of our brethren of 
lie slate-lmlding Stales, and feeling that to 
act with effect to check the evil, and restore 
to the owners of the slaves their property, 
there should be harmony and good under¬ 
standing between the slave-holding and non- 
slave-holuing States in the valley of the Mis¬ 
sissippi ; Therefore be it— 

Resolved, That we recommend to our 
brethren of the Stales of Louisiana, Missis¬ 
sippi, Alabama, Kentucky, Tennessee, Ar¬ 
kansas, Missouri, Indiana, Ohio, and Mich¬ 
igan to meet in General Convention, at 
Jonesboro,’ Illinois, on the 4th day of July 
next, for the purpose of devising ways anil 
means to effect these desirable objects; First 
be admitted into the Union of these Uni¬ 
ted States, on an equal footing in all respects 
with the older members of this Republic, 
and like them posses* the right of eminent 
domain. Second—the best means of pre¬ 
vent ing the slaves of the slave-holding States 
from deserting from their masters, and restor¬ 
ing such as shall desert, at convenient pla¬ 
ces for their masters. 

Resolved, That the Governor transmit 
sojiira of this preamble and resolution to the 
(jovernors of the several States above men¬ 
tioned.” 

This is a deep scheme. The new States 
tre much annoyed by their colonial rela- 
iort to the Federal Government, arising out 
he claim by the latter ofthe ownership of 
the soil. It occasions many inconvenience* 
the people, and harasses Congress witf* 
immense amount of petty private legis¬ 
lation, which is attended to at tho expense 
nftfdir urrr ret? undone, to the grievous inju¬ 
ry of ihe parties concerned. Any proposi- 
i, ilierefure, which proposes to give this 
tght of eminent domain,” which includes 
ownership of the soil of all lands, unap¬ 
propriated, will he seized upon with avidity 
by large masses of freemen in the North- 
West.

The Comet Did Graze the Sun.— 
Such is the report of M. Arago, from Paris, 
in a measure confirming the. calculations 
af the Phila. Observatory—which says the 
Comet was in contact with the Sun 
the 23d February. The Philadelphia 
Inquirer of Thursday publishes a transla¬ 
tion by Air. YV. B. Hill, of Arago’s notice 
of the recent Comet. It appears, accord¬ 
ing to the French astronomers, that the 
Comet only just grazed the Sun, and in the 
London Times of the l4th April Encke 
stales that he has found an impossible orbit, 
viz: one in which the Comet would have 
to strike the Sun in a direction passing- 
one-third of the way to the centre. Put¬ 
ting all the authorities together, it would 
seem clear that the Comet either hit the 
Sun or grazed its surface. Either event is 
strange enough. ‘ Truth is sometimes

NEW YORK ANNIVERSARIES. 

American Bible Society. 

This Society celebrated its Twenty* 
Seventh Anniversary on Thursday at 10 
o’clock, A. M. The Broadway Taberna¬ 
cle in which the exercise were held, was 
crowded to its utmost capacity and the 
deepest interest was manifested in all its 
proceedings, protracted as they were. Pe¬ 
ter G. Stuyvesant, Esq., one of the Vice 
Presidents, occupied the Chair,—the Pres¬ 
ident, Hon. John Cotton Smith, being pre¬ 
vented by indisposition from attending. 

Joseph Hyde, Esq. then presented the 
Treasurer’s Report. The receipts amount 
to $126,448 77, being $7,908 81 less than 
those of the preceding year. This dimi¬ 
nution is attributable in part to the.greater 
amount of legacies the former yetr, an 
item of income always liable to great fluc¬ 
tuation. The diminution of the ordinary 
income is but $3,000, and this occurred 
the first half of the year. The receipts of 
the last half of the year have been greater 
than those of the same period last year by 
$4,000. 

There have been primed of English Bi¬ 
bles, 92,000; English Testaments, 120,- 
000; French do 8,000; German do. 4,000; 
modern Greek do. 4,000. This does nol 
include what has been printed abroad at 
the Society’s expense. 

The whole number of Bibles and Tes¬ 
taments issued in course of the year has 
been 215,605 copies in nineteen different 
tongues, making a total of3,066,370 since 
the organization of the society. These 
books have gone mostly, not to the rich 
and well supplied, but to the needy through¬ 
out our States and Territories—to seamen, 
boatmen, emigrants—to prisons, hospitals, 
&c.—most of which cases would not ' have 
been met but for this organization. One 
hundred and sixty copies of rare Bibles 
and other works have been added to the 
Library during the year. Thirteen agents 
have been employed during llie entire 
year. Grants of Books have been made 
for Texas, Canada, Halyi, Cuba, Hondu¬ 
ras, Rio Grande, Buenos Ayres and Santa 
Cruz. To the later have been sent 500 
Bibles and 1000 Testaments, issued at 
the request of Rev. Dr. McElory, of New- 
York. These books are for young slaves 
in part, who are required by law to attend 
school for four yeats from their fifth year, 
and in part for adults who attend Sunday 
Schools. 

English bibleshave been sent on request 
to Lodiana, North India, and to Ceylon, 
South India,for the same native pupils,who 
have learned, or are learning, the English 
tongue. The grants of money have amount¬ 
ed in all to about $18,000 ; namely, to the 
Levant, including Greece, Syria, fyc., $5,-
